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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. — This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  "  Upper 
Canada  Religious  Tract  and  Book  Society/' 

Art.  II. — This  Society,  approving  of  the  principles  on  which  the 
London  Religious  Tract  Society  is  founded,  as  set  forth  in  its  official 
statements  and  declarations,  shall  circulate  only  the  publications  of 
that  Society,  and  works  of  a  similar  character. 

Art.  III. — This  Society  shall,  to  the  utmost  extent  of  its  re- 
sources, encourage  the  formation  of  Auxiliary  Societies  throughout 
the  Province. 

Art.  IV. — This  Society  shall  maintain,  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  a 
General  Dep6t  of  Religious  Tracts  and  Books,  from  which  all  the 
Societies  in  connection  with  it  shall  be  supplied  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible price. 

Art.  V. — Every  person  paying  annually  Five  Shillings,  currency, 
or  upwards,  shall  be  a  Member  of  this  Society;  and  persons  paying 
Five  Pounds  at  any  one  time,  or  ministers  remitting  congregational 
collections  to  that  amount,  shall  be  Life  Members. 

Art.  VI. — Every  Life  [Member  of  this  Society  shall  be  fur- 
nished with  a  certificate  of  membership  under  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  Society,  duly  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  for  the 
time  being. 

Art.  VII. — All  subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  have  Tracts  to  the 
value  of  half  their  subscriptions,  and  Ministers  or  others  remitting 
a  collection,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  Tracts  to  the  value  of  half  the 
amount  so  remitted,  on  behalf  of  the  congregation  that  gave  the 
collection,  the  same  being  called  for  at  any  time  within  six  months 
after  payment. 

Art.  VIII. — The  business  of  this  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  Directors,  annually  chosen  from  the  Members  of  the 
Society,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretaries,  together  with  twelve  Laymen,  of  whom  eight  who  have 
most  frequently  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election.  All  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  members  of  the 
Society  shall  be  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  with  the  Directors. 
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Art.  IX. — The  Board  of  Directors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  Lave 
the  appointment  of  the  Society's  Agents,  Colporteurs,  Depositary, 
Book-Keeper,  and  Clerks,  and  the  fixing  of  all  salaries  and  allow- 
ances ;  also  the  superintendence  and  management  of  all  the  Property, 
real  and  personal,  of  the  Corporation,  as  well  as  the  management 
and  control  of  its  general  affairs,  and  the  appropriation  of  its  funds, 
with  full  power  to  enact  such  rules  as  may  be  requisite  to  effect  the 
objects  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 

Art.  X. — The  Board  shall  meet  for  business  at  least  once  a 
quarter,  but  may  be  called  together  at  any  other  time  by  the  Secre- 
tary, or  any  three  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  XI. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence,  the  Vice-President  first  upon  the  list  then  present,  and  in 
the  absence  of  a  Vice-President,  such  a  Member  present  as  shall  be 
chosen  for  the  purpose,  shall  preside. 

Art.  XII. — The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  time 
being  shall  deem  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the  Society. 

Art.  XIII. — All  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 

shall  be  opened  and  closed  with. prayer. 

Art.  XIV. — No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  this  constitution 
except  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and  after  one  month's 
notice  of  the  same  has  been  given  to  the  Board.

THIRTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

or  THE 

ttpr  Canak  Religions  ®rari  anb  §ook  Society. 


The  operations  of  a  Society  like  this,  which '  has  been  long  estab- 
lished, whose  field  is  limited,  whose  principles  are  settled  and  well 
understood,  and  whose  instrumentalities  continue  unchanged,  can- 
not furnish  for  an  annual  report  the  novelty,  variety,  and  thrilling 
interest  which  attend  the  labours  of  organizations  extending  over 
the  whole  world,  and  embracing  divers  races  of  mankind.  We  dwell 
among  our  own  people,  and  the  scene  is  too  familiar  to  wear  an  as- 
pect of  romance.  Yet,  if  we  have  the  spirit  of  our  Master,  it  will 
not  be  the  strange  colour,  attire,  language,  and  customs  of  men, 
that  will  attract  us,  but  their  possession  of  immortal  souls,  their 
need  of  a  Saviour,  and  the  readiness  of  Christ  to  save  them.  The 
family,  the  bible,  the  pulpit,  and  the  school,  are  agencies  of  long- 
standing in  the  economy  of  the  gospel,  and  no  longer  startle  us  by 
their  strangeness:  yet  how  mighty  is  their  power!  So  with  the 
Tract  and  Book.  They  are  going  forth  over  the  land,  reaching  thou- 
sands of  homes  ;  accosting  the  emigrant  as  he  steps  upon  our  shores ; 
telling  the  soldier  of  the  Captain  of  his  salvation;  guiding  the  tra- 
veller on  his  earthly  pilgrimage ;  comforting  the  sick ;  visiting  the 
prisoner;  inviting  the  outcast;  instructing  the  young;  cheering  the 
aged  ;  and  directing  the  anxious  inquirer  after  salvation.  All  this 
is  being  done  every  day,  all  over  the  land,  in  a  very  noiseless  man- 
ner; and  we  have  reason  to  know  that  the  Lord,  "  who  is  not  in 
the  earthquake,  nor  in  the  fire,  nor  in  the  wind/7  but  "  in  the  still 
small  voice,"  employs  our  humble  agency  in  doing  good  to  many 
souls. 

In  estimating  the  present  work  of  a  Tract  Society,  it  is  necessary 
to  bear  in  mind,  how  great  changes  have  come  to  pass  in  respect  to 
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its  department  of  Christian  effort.  When  the  London  Society  was 
formed,  in  1799,  there  was  little  or  no  popular  and  cheap  religious 
literature.  Large  and  costly  volumes,  accessible  only  to  the  rich, 
composed  the  chief  part  of  evangelical  publications.  Pamphlets  of 
smaller  size  were  still  of  high  price.  Few  of  "the  masses''  could 
read.  It  was  a  new  idea  to  provide  short,  simple,  and  cheap  narra- 
tives and  treatises  for  sale  or  free  distribution  among  all  classes. 
But  now,  through  the  influence  of  this  example,  the  spread  of  edu- 
cation, mechanical  improvements  in  the  art  of  printing,  the  removal 
of  burdensome  restrictions,  and  the  facilities  for  the  transmission  of 
books  throughout  the  world,  it  has  come  to  pass  that  private  enter- 
prise and  benevolence  compete  with  organised  societies  for  the  sup- 
ply of  Christian  literature  to  all  who  can  read.  The  most  skilful  pens 
are  employed  in  this  service,  and  every  resource  at  the  command 
of  typography  is  laid  under  tribute  to  render  the  outward  form  of 
such  publications  attractive ;  so  that  the  wants  of  all  classes  are  sup- 
plied at  a  very  moderate  cost.  Yet  this  extension  of  the  wprk,  does 
not  render  such  a  Society  as  this  no  longer  necessary.  If  the  mat- 
ter were  left  to  the  ordinary  laws  of  supply  and  demand,  there  would 
be  great  danger  that  that  would  be  printed  which  would  sell,  let  its 
quality  be  what  it  might.  It  is  no  slight  matter  that  the  public 
have  a  guarantee,  in  the  supervision  of  an  evangelical  society,  for  the 
character  of  the  works  it  puts  forth.  Moreover,  the  benevolent  or 
missionary  department  of  our  operations  would  not  be  undertaken  as 
a  matter  of  business,  while  individual  benevolence  is  not  so  effective 
as  that  which  is  combined  and  systematic.  Hence  there  is  ample 
room  for  such  an  organisation  as  our  own,  while  we  recognise  the 
operations  of  all  other  agencies  for  the  same  object,  and  "  therein  do 
rejoice,  yea,  and  will  rejoice." 

The  operations  of  this  society  for  the  year  1864,  will  now  be  re- 
ported under  the  usual  headings.

We  regret  to  state,  that  the  issues  for  the  past  year  are  less  than 
those  of  1863,  and  that  under  each  class  of  publications,  chiefly, 
however,  in  sales.  The  gratuitous  distribution  of  Tracts  is  within 
319  of  that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  issues  of  1864,  however, 
are  larger  than  those  of  1862,  or  1861,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  if 
the  coming  year  prove  to  be  more  prosperous  in  the  commerce  of 
the  colony  at  large,  we  shall  find  a  larger  demand  for  the  publica- 
tions of  the  society.  Books  and  tracts  are  probably  numbered  among 
the  luxuries  rather  than  necessaries  of  life,  so  that  in  a  period  of 
such  prolonged  depression  as  Canada  has  endured,  they  are  among 
the  earlist  expenditures  to  be  economised  by  every  household. 

II.— GRATUITOUS  DISTRIBUTION. 

One  of  the  leading  objects  in  the  formation  of  a  Tract  Society, 
is  to  provide  for  those  who  are  willing  to  carry  these  "messengers 
of  mercy"  from  house  to  house,  a  supply  of  publications  equal  to 
the  requirements  of  this  service,  without  cost  to  themselves,  inas- 
much as  many  who  undertake  such  labour  are  unable  to  purchase 
tracts  for  their  own  use.  This  Society  has  ever  been  ready  to  make 
grants  for  such  purposes  to  suitable  applicants,  and  it  is  believed  that 
none  such  have  been  sent  away  unsupplied.  But  more  energy  could 
be  put  forth  in  seeking  out  channels  for  distribution,  if  the  funds  of 
the  Society  allowed  of  such  enlargement.  It  is  most  earnestly  to  be 
desired  that  this  missionary  department  of  our  work  should  be  more 
amply  supported.  As  it  is,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  classes  who 
most  need  reading  matter  of  this  kind,  have  been  reached  by  this 
instrumentality,  and  that  a  wide  and  diversified  field  of  usefulness 
invites  further  exertions.

We  have  received  from  several  of  the  parties  above  mentioned, 
reports  of  their  labours,  trials,  and  successes.  From  these  we  make 
some  extracts. 

Mr.  James  Hastie,  of  Knox  College,  sends  the  following  inter- 
esting report : — 

The  Students'  Missionary  Society  op  Knox  College  in  submitting  their 
annual  report  would  proffer  their  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  to  the  U.  C 
Tract  Society  for  the  liberal  supply  of  tracts  given  to  them,  gratis,  for 
distribution  within  the  city  of  Toronto. 

Circumstances  which  were  unavoidable  hindered  us  from  securing  as  large 
a  staff  of  distributors  as  last  year.  But  such  localities  as  were  occupied 
this  winter  were  regularly  visited  once  a  week. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  scanty  home  comforts  of  the  laboring  class,  contrast- 
ed with  the  opulent,  it  was  the  aim  of  the  Committee  to  make  the  poor  in 
this  world  rich  in  faith,  by  singling  them  out  as  tne  special  objects  of  their 
labor  of  love.  The  propriety  of  so  doing  is  illustrated  by  the  thirst  for 
tract  reading  which  generally  prevails  in  the  humbler  walks  of  life.  "  The 
poor  shall  never  cease  out  of  the  land,"  wrote  Israel's  Lawgiver.  "  Ye 
have  the  poor  always  with  you,"  re-echoed  the  world's  great  Missionary. 

A  hearty  welcome  is,  in  most  cases,  given  to  the  little  tract  by  the  sons 
and  daughters  of  trampled  Africa,  whose  lot  is  cast  among  us.  By  the 
Christian  deportment  of  many  of  them  we  are  reminded  anew  that  God  is 
no  respecter  of  persons  ;  that  Ethiopia  will  yet  reach  forth  her  hand  to 
pluck  fruit  from  the  plant  of  renown.  But  alas  !  it  is  impossible  to  pen  so 
favorable  a  report  of  the  Koman  Catholic  population.  Here  as  in  all  the 
world,  there  is  painful  proof  that  the  Church  of  Rome  holds  the  band  of 
ignorance  around  the  eyes  of  her  children  with  an  unrelaxed  hand. 

Yet  there  were  instances  in  which  some  rose  superior  to  their  prejudices 
and  received  tracts.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  those  interesting  visi- 
tors from  abroad, — the  soldiers. 


While  faithful  to  the  interests  of  their  country,  some  of  these  brave  men 
are  evidently  disposed  to  "look  for  a  City  which  hath  foundations,  whose 
builder  and  maker  is  God  ;"  and  are  ever  ready  to  take  the  unassuming 
tract  as  an  assistant  light  to  guide  them  thither. 

Whenever  opportunity  offered  itself,  the  bearers  of  the  printed  message 
spoke  a  word  for  Jesus,  and  on  maDy  occasions  found  congenial  hearts.  In 
going  thus  from  door  to  door,  4,100  tracts  comprising  37,000  pages  of  doc- 
trine, of  reproof,  of  correction,  of  instruction  were  gratuitously  distributed. 

May  the  Lord  send  the  early  and  the  latter  rain*  on  the  few  seeds  of  truth 
thus  sown,  and  cause  them  to  take  root  downward,  and  bear  fruit  upward  to 
the  praise  of  His  glory. 


Mr.  W.  A.  Johnston,  City  Missionary,  Toronto,  says  : 

In  almost  all  places  where  my  visits  are  cordially  received,  the  question 
is  asked  "  Have  you  brought  us  any  tracts  ?" 

Tracts  are  such  a  good  introduction  to  my  missionary  work,  that  they 
have  actually  unbolted  doors  for  me.  One  poor  woman,  when  I  first  visited 
her,  told  me  that  she  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  me,  and  as  a  proof  of 
it  shut  the  door  against  me  and  locked  i  t.  Her  little  daughter  who  "was  play- 
ing outside  took  a  tract  from  me,  and  when  I  returned  to  that  neighbour- 
hood, the  woman  apologized  for  her  conduct,  and  said,  that  the  reading  of 
the  tract  had  done  her  so  much  good  that  she  would  never  again  oppose 
my  visits. 

I  left  a  tract  on  the  "  Observance  of  the  Sabbath,"  with  a  man  who  had 
not  attended  any  place  of  worship  for  a  number  of  years,  and  the  first  sab- 
bath after  the  leaving  of  the  tract,  he  found  his  way  to  a  place  of  worship, 
which  he.  has  attended  regularly  ever  since,  about  six  months. 

Mr.  Thomas  Gray  sends  us  the  Bond  Street  Congregational 
Church  Tract  Distribution  Committee's  Report: — 

Our  little  band  of  distributors  are  very  much  encouraged  in  their  work. 
The  number  of  houses  visited  is  seventy,  at  nearly  all  of  which  they  are  very 
kindly  received,  and  have  some  reason  to  believe  that  the  Lord  is  working 
with  them.  One  woman,  a  Roman  Catholic,  who  at  first  was  vary  unwilling 
to  take  the  tracts,  now  receives  them  cheerfully,  and  sends  her  children 
regularly  to  the  Sabbath  school  in  connexion  with  our  church.  Many  per- 
sons visited,  readily  engage  in  religious  conversation,  and  it  is  believed  that 
in  nearly  every  case  the  tracts  are  attentively  read.  We  are  about  to  take 
up  new  districts,  and  as  all  we  employ  in  this  work  are  anxious  to  win  souls 
to  Christ,  and  are  ready  to  speak  a  word  for  Jesus  whenever  opportunity 
offers,  we  hope  in  our  next  report,  to  have  to  tell  of  much  that  the  Lord 
hath  done  through  our  instrumentality. 
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From  Mr.  Hugh  Downie,  late  Garrison  Scripture  Reader,  Toronto, 
we  have  this  statement : — 

I  think  it  my  duty  to  thank  the  Religious  Tract  Society,  of  Upper  Canada, 
for  the  liberal  supply  of  tracts  I  received  during  the  short  time  I  was  em- 
ployed as  Scripture  Reader  for  the  Toronto  Garrison ;  yet  short  as  the  time 
was,  I  witnessed  the  good  effects  produced  by  reading  those  valuable 
publications. 

The  soldiers  and  their  families,  always  received  them  thankfully,  and  the 
earnest  seekers  after  truth  said  they  found  as  they  read,  that  the  tracts  all 
pointed  to  the  same  great  object,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  Him  crucified, 
as  the  grouud  of  all  their  hopes.  The  sick  also  confessed  that  they  always 
found  them  to  be  their  best  friends,  for  they  removed  every  false  prop  and 
led  them  to  build  on  the  sure  foundation  ;  but  above  all,  the  faithful  few  who 
had  fled  for  refuge  to  the  hope  set  before  them,  found  in  them,  not  only 
comfort,  but  encouragement  to  press  forward  to  the  mark  for  the  prize  of 
their  high  calling. 

I  could  name  many  to  whom  religious  tracts  have  been  a  great  blessing, 
and  I  do  believe  that  the  good  seed  sown  by  the  circulation  of  religious 
tracts  will  spring  up  and  bear  fruit  to  the  honour  and  glory  of  our  God, 
who  has  inclined  the  hearts  of  his  people  to  establish  such  a  very  valuable 
institution. 

If  all  the  distributing  societies  would  send  a  brief  report  of  their 
work  to  the  officers  of  the  Society,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  these  in- 
teresting and  cheering  statements  could  be  greatly  multiplied,  and 
we  have  no  doubt,  that  they  would  show  all  the  subscribers  that 
their  gifts  are  well  bestowed. 

Simple  and  noiseless  as  is  the  work  of  the  Tract  Distributer,  it  is 
capable  of  producing  great  and  varied  results.  Not  only  does  the  tract 
itself  preach  the  gospel  to  a  family,  the  members  of  which  may  never 
enter  a  Christian  sanctuary,  but  the  distributor  can  also  speak  a 
word  in  season ;  children  are  invited  to  the  Sabbath  schools ;  the 
wants  of  the  poor  can  be  supplied ;  and  the  stranger  is  made  to  feel 
that  some  man  cares  for  his  soul.  There  is  much  to  encourage  the 
faithful  labourer  in  this  field. 

III. — BRANCHES  AND  AGENCY. 
We  must  direct  attention  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Cook,  Agent  of  the  society,  printed  in  the  Appendix,  for  particulars 
in  regard  to  the  Branches  formed  in  so  many  parts  of  the  Province. 
It  is  evident  that  much  interest  is  felt  in  the  work  by  Christians  of 
different  denominations,  and  that  there  are  in  not  a  few  localities, 
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earnest  and  efficient  friends  of  the  cause.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  note 
that  two-thirds  of  the  number  of  tracts  issued  for  free  distribution, 
have  been  taken  by  subscribers  themselves,  for  personal  use  in  their 
own  neighbourhoods. 


We  would  suggest  to  the  friends  of  the  society  throughout  the 
Province,  that  they  follow  the  course  adopted  by  those  of  a  sister 
society,  viz  :  that  they  undertake  the  collection  of  subscriptions  im- 
mediately before  or  after  the  visit  of  the  agent,  so  as  to  leave  him 
free  to  hold  meetings  in  other  places.  Where  the  agent  is  com- 
pelled to  do  this  work  in  person,  it  is  evident  that  he  is  hindered 
from  forming  and  keeping  other  Branches.  As  we  have  only  one  such 
officer  for  the  whole  of  a  field,  which  is  travelled  over  for  another 
purpose  by  three  agents,  who  are  not  required  to  make  personal  ap- 
plication for  subscriptions,  it  is  obvious  that  the  number  of  Branches 
that  can  be  thus  organised,  must  fall  far  short  of  what  might 
otherwise  be  kept  up  efficiently.

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In  the  gratuitous  issues  are  132  books  and  periodicals,  and  6 
prints  to  the  General  Hospital ;  also  12  prints  and  12  large  alphabet 
sheets  to  Mr.  Hamilton,  for  the  Boys'  Home. 

V.— KINDRED  SOCIETIES. 

The  last  Report  of  the  London  Religious  Tract  Society  (May, 
1864),  stated  that  its  issues  during  the  preceding  year  had  amount- 
ed to  48,000,000,  and  from  its  formation  to  1,054,000,000.  Its 
sales  had  increased  during  the  year  by  upwards  of  £10,000 ;  nearly 
£15,000  worth  of  publications  had  been  distributed  gratuitously ; 
and  the  receipts  and  expenditures  amount  to  over  £100,000  per 
annum.  The  report  shows  that  the  Society  is  vigorously  endea- 
vouring to  meet  the  demands  from  every  part  of  the  world  for 
religious  publications  suited  to  the  demands  of  the  present  day,  and 
dealing  with  the  various  religious  questions  agitating  the  minds  of 
men.  While  new  tracts  of  an  interesting  and  instructive  character 
are  being  always  added  to  the  catalogue,  the  deservedly  popular 
periodicals,  "  The  Leisure  Hour,"  and  "  The  Sunday  at  Home," 
maintain  their  position  amongst  so  many  admirable  contemporaries 
(not  to  say  competitors).  And  at  the  same  time,  the  assaults  of 
modern  scepticism  upon  the  Old  Testament  and  the  New,  have  been 
met  by  able  standard  works  of  a  controversial  character. 

The  Provincial  Societies  at  Kingston,  Quebec,  Montreal  and 
Ottawa,  continue  their  useful  labours  in  the  districts  of  which  those 
cities  are  the  natural  centres. 

The  American  Tract  Societies,  at  Boston  and  New  York,  find 
ample  employment  for  their  energies,  not  only  in  the  vast  and  ever- 
extending  regions  under  their  care,  but  especially  among  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  soldiers  engaged  in  the  deplorable  war 
which  we  trust  may  soon  come  to  an  end.  It  is  gratifying  to  learn 
that  the  liberality  of  the  American  churches  increases  with  the 
demands  made  upon  them,  and  that  while  such  generous  provision  is 
made  for  the  physical  comfort  and  relief  of  the  soldier,  his  spiritual 
welfare  is  not  forgotten.  Most  happy  results  are  reported  as  follow- 
ing from  the  tract  work  in  the  Army.  Nor  can  we  forbear  noticing 
that  the  question  of  slavery,  the  treatment  of  which  has  been  the 
cause  of  so  much  agitation  in  connection  with  these  Societies,  as 
well  as  everywhere  else,  seems  likely  soon  to  belong  to  the  pas^ 
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history  of  this  continent,  and  that  the  African  Freedmen  will 
engage  the  earnest  labours  of  Christian  philanthropists,  and  being 
taught  to  read  for  themselves,  may  form  the  subjects  of  much-needed 
and  hopeful  evangelistic  efforts. 

Thus,  our  work  in  the  comparatively  narrow  field  of  Canada,  links 
itself  to  a  system  of  agencies  covering  almost  the  whole  world, 
speaking  in  many  languages,  and  having  a  message  from  God  to  all 
ranks  and  conditions  of  men.  Let  the  threefold  contribution  of 
labour,  money,  and  prayer,  be  freely  given  to  the  cause,  and  from 
every  quarter  we  shall  see  those  "  who  went  forth  weeping,  bearing 
precious  seed,  coming  home  with  rejoicing,  bringing  their  sheaves 
with  them and  hear  the  exulting  cries,  "  The  Lord  hath  done 
great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad  ! "  "  Thanks  be  unto  God, 
who  always  causeth  us  to  triumph,  and  maketh  manifest  the  savour 
of  his  knowledge  by  us  in  every  place  ! "  "  The  Lord  hasten  it  in 
His  time."

TO  THE  SECRETARIES  OF  THE  UPPER  CANADA  RELIGIOUS 
TRACT  SOCIETY 

Gentlemen, — As  another  year  has  now  come  to  a  close,  it  devolves 
upon  me  to  present  my  Annual  Report,  in  order  that  you  may  see  in 
some  measure,  the  operations  of  the  Society.  And  in  doing  so,  I 
would  first  render  thanks  to  Almighty  God,  for  his  kind  care  in  pro- 
tecting me  from  dangers,  and  also  in  affording  a  degree  of  prosperity 
to  the  Society  during  the  year. 

Our  labours  during  the  past  year  has  been  somewhat  extensive  and 
arduous  ;  yet,  though  hard,  in  many  places  pleasant,  on  account  of  the 
kind  manner  in  which  your  Agent  has  been  received,  and  above  all,  the 
interest  manifested  in  many  places  in  the  furtherance  of  the  cause. 

During  the  year,  some  new  branches  have  been  added  to  the  former 
list,  and  some  old  ones  which  have  been  dead,  yea,  twice  dead,  have 
been  cut  off ;  but  one  thing  we  can  say,  as  we  have  said  before,  where 
there  are  persons  engaged  in  the  good  work  in  any  neighbourhood,  the 
cause  will  prosper ;  but,  where  coldness  is  thrown  upon  it,  it  must  fail, 
as  it  is  altogether  a  matter  which  is  local  in  each  section,  and  requires 
some  amount  of  self  sacrifice. 

We  have  seen  with  pleasure,  that  in  many  places  the  Branches  are 
getting  into  a  good  working  condition,  the  Committees  meeting  regu- 
larly, and  a  regular  system  of  distribution  being  carried  out ;  while 
in  other  places  this  is  neglected,  which  neglect  results  in  injury  to  the 
Society. 

During  the  year,  your  Agent  has  visited  some  places  which  we  are 
not  able  to  support  branch  Societies,  but  are  very  anxious  to  be  con- 
nected with,  or,  in  some  way  receive  donations  from  your  Society  for 
general  good.  We  refer  here  to  those  new  settlements,  from  which  places 
during  the  past  year  many  calls  have  been  made  for  assistance  in  this 
way. 
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Your  Agent,  during  the  past  year,  has  paid  particular  attention  to 
visiting  the  friends  in  the  various  neighbourhoods,  canvassing  for  the 
Society;  and  although  the  heavy  pressure  on  the  country  at  large,  result- 
ing from  the  circumstances  of  the  Province,  and  the  failure  of  crops, 
has  been  almost  universally  felt,  in  many  places  the  subscriptions  stand 
better  than  last  year,  which,  we  think  is  a  very  good  indication  of 
prosperity. 

I  will  now  report  in  brief,  my  visit  to  each  place. 

My  labours  began  with  Oi  illia.  This  is  a  place  where  the  Society 
has  many  friends.  Our  meeting  was  good,  presided  over  by  Dr.  Ardagh, 
a  friend  to  every  good  cause.  To  show  the  progress  of  the  Society  here, 
we  need  only  contrast  the  past  with  the  present.  Some  three  years  ago 
the  subscriptions  amounted  to  nearly  $3,  this  year  to  nearly  $24. . 

Oro  is  a  country  place ;  the  Society  is  sustained  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sanderson's  congregation.  On  account  of  poor  crops  last  year,  our 
subscriptions  will  appear  small,  but  while  this  may  be  the  case,  there 
is  one  thing  which  encourages  us,  that  is,  a  good  and  willing  people, 
who  always  bid  tihe  Society  God  speed,  even  if  they  have  nothing  to 
give. 

Barrie — This  place  ought  to  do  much  ;  but  seems  to  do  but  little  in 
this  cause.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Morgan,  Church  of  England  Minister,  is  the 
only  one  who  will  put  a  hand  to  the  work  ;  but  he  standing  alone, 
little  can  be  done. 

Bond  Head  is  an  interesting  place  ;  during  last  year  they  have  done 
well. 

Richmond  Hill — Here  we  came  in  contact  with  the  Missionary  Meet- 
ing in  Rev.  Mr.  Dick's  Church,  which  pleased  us  much,  as  we  had  a 
better  opportunity  of  speaking  to  a  greater  number  of  people.  The 
meeting  was  most  interesting,  and  the  subscription  for  the  Tract  Society, 
was  a,  success  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Scarboro — Here  we  spent  Sabbath,  and  an  interesting  Sabbath  it  was  ; 
preached  twice,  and  on  Monday  took  up  the  subscription.  Dumbarton 
and  Duffin's  Greek. — These  Societies  are  under  the  special  care  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Kennedy.  This  year  Dumbarton  has  done  well,  which  is  much  to 
their  praise. 

Whitby — We  had  good  meetings  in  the  Town.  On  Sabbath  morning 
we  preached  in  the  Kirk,  and  in  the  evening  in  the  Wesleyan  Church. 
On  Monday,  our  meeting  was  held  in  the  Canada  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  McLennan  is  active  in  the  good  work,  as  well  as  others. 

Oshawa — Here  we  had  no  meeting.  Some  friends  here  think  that  a 
meeting  cannot  be  got  up  unless  you  take  something  to  exhibit,  but  we

always  find  where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way,  and  hope  that  this  will 
may  be  given.  The  subscription  came  up  well  this  year,  but  had  to  be 
raised  by  the  Agent. 

Columbus — Here  we  spent  Sabbath,  met  good  and  kind  friends  who 
are  always  willing  to  do  their  part. 

Hampton — At  this  place  God  was  manifesting  his  presence  very 
graciously  in  the  awakening  of  sinners.  Kev.  Mr.  Roach,  Bible  Chris- 
tian Minister,  was  conducting  a  meeting  at  the  time  which  has  resulted 
in  a  great  amount  of  good.  In  fact  the  people  were  so  anxious,  they 
would  hardly  separate  when  the  time  came.  The  Tract  Society  is  doing 
well. 

Bowmanville — Our  meeting  here  was  held  in  the  Primitive  Methodist 
Church:  few  of  the  Ministers  of  the  town  were  present:  our  meeting 
was  interesting  and  profitable. 

New  Castle — All  we  need  say  here  is,  if  some  change  does  not  take 
place,  the  Society  will  sink  to  rise  no  more. 

Orono — Things  go  on  well  here,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Garbett  is  an  active 
man,  pleads  hard  for  the  cause,  and  does  all  he  can,  he  also  has  others 
to  stand  by  his  side. 

Newtonville — This  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  places.  Rev.  Mr. 
Mullen  always  engaged  ;  even  in  the  midst  of  the  heaviest  snow  storm, 
he  is  found  going  from  house  to  house  collecting  for,  and  recommending 
the  Society.  This  place  is  doing  well  and  we  bid  it  God  speed,  hoping 
that  it  may  be  long  blest  with  the  labours  of  such  friends  as  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Mullen,  and  others  who  have  given  their  aid  ana*  countenance  to  the 
cause. 

Cobourg — We  had  no  meeting  on  account  of  Rev.  Mr.  Laing's  Mis- 
sionary meeting,  which  answered  the  same  purpose  as  far  as  we  were 
concerned.  I  hope  Cobourg  will  get  into  a  better  system  of  working,  and 
carry  the  matW  out  as  it  formerly  did.  The  cause  has  many  good 
friends  here  who  will  not  let  it  sink. 

Grafton  and  Vernonville — We  spent  a  Sabbath  in  company  with  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Smith.  The  cause  is  on  the  increase  here.  Colborne — It  is 
pleasing  to  meet  with  the  friends,  always  ready  and  willing,  notwith- 
standing hard  times,  the  cause  keeps  its  place  Brighton — We  had  a 
good  meeting,  much  interest  was  taken  by  many  of  the  friends  which 
we  hope  will  still  increase.  Sterling — As  usual  a  small  meeting  and  a 
small  collection.  Campbellford — A  good  degree  of  interest  which  we 
hope  will  continue.  Warkworth — Here  we  had  a  most  interesting  visit, 
everything  in  good  order,  and  everybody  willing,  the  result  a  good  sub- 
scription. Hastings — This  is  a  new  place,  it  gives  good  promise,  so  far 
it  has  done  well.

Peterboro — Hero  every  thing  goes  on  as  usual,  not  one  thing  out  of 
order,  every  one  know3  his  work  and  does  it  well.  Our  meeting  was 
good,  held  in  the  Wesleyan  lecture  room,  addressed  by  four  ministers, 
also  by  two  or  three  laymen  ;  they  retain  their  own  funds  principally  for 
their  own  local  use,  and  give  a  small  donation  to  the  Toronto  Society 
each  year,  which  is  almost  too  small  to  mention  coming  from  such  a 
place. 

Millbrook — A  place  of  no  small  importance  as  far  as  the  Tract 
Society  is  concerned.  Our  last  visit  was  rather  unfortunate,  the  night 
being  very  dark  and  wet,  and  roads  muddy,  so  that  the  people  could  not 
make  their  way  out,  but  through  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Denton  and  Mr. 
Berry  the  subscriptions  go  beyond  the  former  year. 

Mount  Pleasant — Here  we  had  a  larger  meeting  than  at  any  previous 
time,  but  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  money,  little  has  been  raised  this 
year. 

Omemee — Here  we  had  to  disappoint  the  friends,  on  account  of  sick- 
ness. Oakwood — Mr.  Piper,  with  the  help  of  his  good  lady,  still  keeps 
the  Society  alive,  also  raises  the  annual  subscription. 

Manilla — Here  also  we  had  a  disappointment,  from  the  cause  above 
mentioned. 

Prince  Albert — "We  had  a  good  meeting,  rather  better  than  usual. 
Woodville — This  is  a  most  interesting  place  ;  a  good  meeting,  also  a 
good  subscription.  Rev.  Mr.  McTavish  aids  the  cause  largly,  also  Rev. 
Mr.  McMurchy  whogje  congregation  makes  a  small  donation  each  year. 
Beaverton- — The  Society  is  still  doing  well ;  the  night  of  our  meeting 
Rev.  Mr.  Watson  and  Rev.  Mr.  McLouchlin  were  from  home  which 
hindered  us  a  little,  but  others  came  to  our  aid,  Rev.  Mr.  Rupert  and 
Dr.  I)avison,  who  did  the  cause  good  service. 

You  can  see  there  are  several  places  on  the  east  side  of  Yonge  street, 
not  mentioned  in  this  report.  On  account  of  broken  weather,  and  the 
bad  roads  last  fall,  we  were  unable  to  visit  all  the  places,  but  now  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  complete  our  tour,  and  visit  each  place  in  a  short  time, 
although  too  late  for  this  report. 

Lloydtown  is  doing  well.  Woodbridge — Here  we  spent  an  interesting 
time  ;  preached  in  two  churches,  and  raised  a  large  subscription  for  the 
place.  Weston — We  have  no  particular  reason  to  complain,  only  wish 
a  little  more  interest  was  taken  in  the  Society.  Brampton  is  always  up 
in  those  things.  Milton  is  doing  better  than  formerly.  Oakville — Our 
meeting  was  small,  I  am  afraid  the  Society  is  partaking  of  the  nature 
of  the  place — going  back ;  however,  there  is  hope  that  it  may  recover. 

Georgetown  has  not  done  so  well  this  year ;  but  the  place  is  not  to 
blame,  a  fresh  effort  must  be  made. 
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'Acton — Our  friend  Mr.  Lightheart  is  active  in  carrying  out  the 
interest  of  the  Society.  Guelph  and  Gait  have  not  done  as  much  as 
formerly,  something  has  got  wrong.  Glen  Morris  and  St.  George — 
These  are  places  of  much  interest  and  we  hope  will  be  of  benefit  to 
the  Society. 

Paris  is  one  of  those  places  where  it  is  hard  to  get  up  a  public  meet- 
ing in  this  cause,  but  the  people  are  always  willing  to  give  their  sub- 
scription. Brantford — Our  meeting  was  interesting,  supported  well  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Wood.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Cochrane  not  being  at  home,  made  against 
our  meeting.  If  the  Society  was  in  a  little  better  working  order  in  this 
place,  and  more  of  a  united  effort  put  forth,  it  would  do  well. 

Fergus — As  usual,  all  right.  Rev.  Mr.  McDonald,  Rev.  Mr.  Smellie, 
Rev.  Mr.  Meecham,  all  interested  friends  in  the  cause.  Under  such 
circumstances,  how  could  it  do  otherwise  than  prosper?  Mora — For  a 
number  of  years  past,  the  Society  had  been  dead ;  last  season  it  has 
again  been  renewed;  our  meeting  was  very  interesting.  Rev.  Mr. 
Middlemiss  takes  charge  of  it ;  also  Rev.  Mr.  Walker  takes  a  deep  in- 
terest in  the  cause.  We  hope  in.  future  it  will  do  well.  Rockwood — 
This  is  a  new  place  which  we  think  gives  some  promise.  Erin — here 
also  we  formed  a  new  branch  which  gives  good  hope.  Winterborne — 
Here  we  tender  our  thanks  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thorn  and  Mr.  Gevie  for  the 
untiring  efforts  which  they  have  put  forth  in  the  cause.  Berlin — Some- 
thing wrong  here  with  regard  to  public  meeting.  I  do  not  know  why 
this  should  be  the  case.   Each  year  the  subscriptions  stand  well. 

Arthur  is  doing  much  better  than  hitherto  with  a  prospect  of  still 
doing  better.  Durham  is  also  on  the  increase.  Mount  Forest  is  grow- 
ing each  year.    Rev.  Mr.  Hay  and  Mr.  Hogg  carry  on  the  work. 

Owen  Sound—Here  we  spent  a  Sabbath.  Our  week  night  meeting  was 
good.  Rev.  Mr.  Stevenson  is  an  active  friend  in  all  things  that  are 
good.  He  raised  the  largest  subscription  this  year,  that  has  before 
been  realized  for  the  Society  in  this  place.  Saugeen  and  Kincardine — 
In  these  places  we  were  overtaken  with  one  of  the  greatest  storms  of 
the  season,  though  storms  are  no  uncommon  things  in  this  section 
during  the  winter;  we  did  not  d.)  much  owing  to  these  circumstances. 

Walkertown — Here  we  spent  a  Sabbath ;  did  not  form  a  society  on 
account  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Moffat  being  from  home  ;  preached  and  took 
up  a  collection,  hoping  to  return,  when  the  work  will  be  completed. 

Goderich— It  appears  they  intend  to  do  their  own  business  here,  as 
they  gave  the  Agent  notice,  which  we  hope  they  will  and  prosper. 
Clinton — Here  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  places  on  the  work.  Rev. 
Mr.  McDonald  leaves  nothing  undone,  which  his  Congregation  plainly 
shows,  from  the  interest  they  take  in  the  well  being  of  the  Society. 
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Mitchell — We  live  in  hopes  with  regard  to  this  place.  The  ministers 
being  absent  made  against  the  Society.  Stratford — We  might  say  there 
is  little  improvement.  St.  Mary's  is  a  place  that  gives  good  prospect, 
Kev.  Mr.  Caven  and  Rev.  Mr.  Hall  take  care  of  the  cause. 

Sarnia — In  subscriptions  has  never  been  behind  hand,  always  ready 
and  always  at  work.  We  hope  that  they  will  not  lose  their  good  name 
this  year. 

Windsor — This  is  another  extreme  point  and  a  pleasant  place  for  an 
agent  to  visit.  Mr.  Dougall  attends  to  the  collecting  of  subscriptions, 
which  show  for  themselves.  Chatham — The  parties  connected  with  the 
Society  are  ready  business  men,  they  attend  to  the  work  in  time  ;  every 
thing  is  ready,  and  all  are  willing.  London — Here  the  Tract  work  is 
conducted  by  the  Young  Mens'  Christian  Association.  We  have  a  few 
subscribers.  St.  Thomas — Here  we  were  disappointed,  as  far  as  meet- 
ing was  concerned,  on  account  of  Rev.  Mr.  Baldwin  delivering  a  lecture 
on  the  same  evening,  which  we  were  much  pleased  to  hear.  The 
Society  is  doing  well  as  usual. 

Aylmer  is  still  doing  all  it  can.  Brownville  still  lives.  Richmond  and 
Tilsoriburg  cannot  be  depended  upon.  Vienna  and  Port  Burwell  do 
well !  they  give  no  reason  to  complain.  Shakesp.eare  has  given  a  small 
subscription  this  year.  Scotland — Meeting  good,  but  not  quite  so  far 
in  advance  as  last  year.  Burford — Here  we  had  a  good  meeting  ;  many 
warm  friends  to  the  cause.  Otterville  is  doing  well  under  the  circum- 
stances. Newark — Little  is  done.  A  small  subscription  was  given, 
which  is  acknowledged.  Norwich — has  not  done  so  well  this  year  as 
last,  owing  to  the  state  of  the  country.  It  is  not  for  want  of  interest 
in  the  Society.  Ingersoll — Our  meeting  was  good,  sustained  by  the 
ministers  of  the  town,  but  we  received  no  subscriptions  this  year,  al- 
though they  were  raised  :  the  Society,  being  in  debt  for  books  for  some 
time  past,  took  this  plan  to  pay  the  debt,  therefore  left  us  without  a 
free  donation.  We  hope  that  we  will  not  have  to  complain  in  the  future, 
as  we  have  in  the  past.  Ancaster — Here  we  have  a  good  working 
society  and  much  interest.  Beachville  is  still  alive  and  does  a  little 
each  year.  Dundas  means  to  do  well,  but  something  was  wrong  this 
year,  on  account  of  some  changes  in  some  of  the  churches.  Grimsby, 
Beamsville,  Thorold,  Clifton,  Drummondville,  and  Port  Robinson,  were 
all  visited  and  all  gave  subscriptions,  but  on  account  of  the  depressed 
state  of  the  country,  little  could  be  done  this  year.  Chippewa  has  done 
well,  all  things  considered,  a  good  meeting  and  much  interest.  Wetland 
— Here  the  Rev.  Mr.  Creighton  and  Rev.  Mr.  Walker  take  a  deep  in- 
terest in  the  cause.    The  subscription  this  year  far  exceeds  the  last. 

Port  Colborne — We  had  no  meeting  here ;  it  has  not  done  much  yet 
to  aid  this  cause.  Dunnville — Interest  is  rising  here,  and  things  are 
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looking  up.  York  did  well,  but  we  suffer  loss  hero  on  account  of  the 
removal  of  the  president  of  the  Branch.  Caledonia — We  have  few 
branches  where  there  is  greater  interest  than  here.  Rev.  Mr.  Cornish 
Kev.  Mr.  Black  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wilson,  all  take  a  deep  interest  in  the 
cause.  Oneida  is  a  new  Branch  which  we  think  gives  good  promise. 
Erin  is  also  a  new  place,  here  we  spent  Sabbath,  and  organized  a 
branch  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  ministers  of  the  town.  Princeton 
— Here  also  we  established  a  new  branch,  in  connection  with  Kev.  Mr. 
Gillespie's  congregation.  Waterford  still  lives,  but  little  done  this  year. 
•  Simcoe  is  still  doing  well,  is  well  supported  by  the  various  ministers  of 
the  town  and  others.  Port  Dover  is  a  most  interesting  place,  Rev.  Mr. 
Craigie  and  Rev.  Mr.  Baldwin  attend  to  the  work. 

Thus  we  have  given  a  brief  account  of  the  various  visits  we  have 
made.  Others  we  might  mention,  but  we  think  it  unnecessary,  as 
many  of  the  places  contribute  nothing.  On  the  whole,  our  work  has 
been  pleasant,  although  we  must  still  say  that  we  have  -not  come  up  to 
our  expectation  or  our  hopes,  but  at  the  same  time,  taking  all  things 
into  account,  we  have  reason  to  take  courage  and  look  forward.
